the public. He added that a private des- 
patch to Secy. Long, signed Rea, stated 
that the loss was over 270, but this was 
not official, and Mr. Long considered the 
estimate too high. This was before Capt. 
Higsbee'a despatch placing the lost and 
misaing at 253 was at hand. Tbe cab- 
inet officers stated that there were many 
evidences that the disaster was the re- 
sult of an accident. Up to the present 
lime, he aaid, no orders for Bending: an- 
other American ship to Havana had been 
given. Consul General Lee had cabled 
that the Spanish authorities had express- 
ed io him their profound regret at the oc- 
currence. Another cabinet officer stated

Capt. Sigsbee wa* the last man to Jeave 
the ebip. 


At 12.30 while Secy. Long was still 


with the President, Mr. Finney, private 
secretary of the secretary of the navy, 
was admitted with an important des- 
patch juat received from Capt. Sigsbee, 
commander of the Maine.
